Confirm a Provisional Order made by the Local Govern- 
ment Board for Ireland under the Public Health (Ireland) 
Act 1878 relating to the Urban Sanitary District of 
Armagh. 

W HEREAS the Local Government Board for Ireland have made 
the Provisional Order set forth in the schedule beretp under 
the Public Health (Ireland) Act 1878 : 

And whereas it ls requisite that the said Order should be 
5 confirmed by Parliament : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty 
by and with the advice and consent of tbe Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal and Commons in this present Parliament assembled 
and by the authority of tbe same as follows : — 

10 1. The Order set out in the schedule hereto is hereby 

confirmed and all the provisions thereof shall have full validity 
and force. 

2. This Act may be cited as the Local Government Board 
(Ireland) Provisional Order Confirmation (No. 1) Act 1896.

TOWN OF ARMAGH. 

PROVISIONAL ORDER. 

WHEREAS the Town Commissioners of Armagh in the Barony and 5 
County of Armagh acting under the Lighting of Towns (Ireland) Act 1828 
(herein -after called the sanitary authority) being the urban sanitary authority 
of the district consisting of the said town and being a body corporate for the 
purposes of the Public Health (Ireland) Act 1878 under the title of the sanitary 
authority of the said town have made an application to the Local Government 10 
Board for Ireland (herein-after galled the Local Government Board) for a 
provisional order in pursuance of the Public Health (Ireland) Act 1878 to 
transfer from the Grand Jury of the county of Armagh to the said sanitary 
authority the jurisdiction power and authority with respect to roads bridges 
footpaths and public works within the said district vested in the Grand Jury 15 
under any Act : 

And whereas all notices and advertisements required by the Public Health 
(Ireland) Act 1878 having been previously given served and published the 
Local Government Board have caused a local inquiry to be made in pursuance 
of tho provisions of the said Act as to the propriety of making such provisional 20 
order and it appears to the Local Government Board to be proper to make 
this order with respect to the said application : 

And whereas the said Grand Jury have by presentment consented to the 
making of this order : 

It is ordered by the Local Government Board as follows : — 25 

1. After the confirmation of this order all jurisdiction power and 
authority with respect to roads bridges footpaths and public 
works within the said urban sanitary district (except public works 
chargeable to the county of Armagh at large) vested in the Grand 
Jury of the county of Armagh under any Act shall be transferred 30 
from the said Grand Jury to the sanitary authority and after such 
transfer it shall not he lawful for the said Grand Jury to make any 
presentment with respect to any road bridge footpath or other public 
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work within the said district except presentments chargeable on the 1 ..D. 1896. 
said county at large. 

2. After the confirmation of this order the secretary of the Grand Jury of Arme "J h - 

the county Armagh shall immediately after each assizes furnish to the ofS™“ 

5 Town Clerk of Armagh a certificate in writing signed bv the said anth ° rit J 

. oo j county at large 

secretary stating the amount which the sanitary authority are liable charges, 
to contribute to the amount of all presentments whether for public 
w. rks or other purposes chargeable on the county at large to be 
calculated as follows : — 

10 The amount certified by the secretary of the Grand Jury shall heal- 

ths same proportion to the whole amount of county at large 
presentments as the valuation of rateable hereditaments within 
the town bears to the total amount of the valuation of rateable 
hereditaments within the said county. 

15 The sanitary authority shall within thirty days after the delivery 

of such certificate pay the amount thereof to the banicing 
company acting ns treasurer of the county and such payment 
shall be made by lodging within the time aforesaid the amount of 
the certificate in the bank of such company and the receipt of the 
20 officer authorised to give receipts of such banking company shall 

be a sufficient discharge for such payment. If the sanitary 
authority at any time fail to lodge the amount certified by the 
secretary of the Grand Jury within the said thirty days the 
liability of owners and occupiers of premises within the sanitary 
25 district to pay Grand Jury cess shall be revived to the extent 

necessary for levying the sum so certified aud such owners and 
occupiers shall be liable to pay Grand Jury cess in respect of the 
presentment included in such certificate and such payment shall 
be enforced in the same manner in all respects as if this order had 
30 not been made. 

3. After the confirmation of this order the sanitary authority shall Contribution 

contribute to the cost of making and maintaining roads bridges and nf lt ^ority 'to 
footpaths in the part of the barony of Armagh outside the town of roads bridges 
Armagh the annual sum of 1 50Z. to he paid to the banking company ^orks'in'tlio 
35 acting as treasurer of the county in each year within one month from 

the day fixed for the payment of the rate mentioned in the 8 th clause 
of this order and the receipt of the officer of the banking company 
acting as treasurer shall be a sufficient discharge for such payment. 

4. Notwithstanding anything contained in this Order one half the expense Provisions us 

40 of laying out fencing repairing and keeping in order of roads within *° a “ ai1 car 

the town of Armagh on which Her Majesty’s Mails are carried in mail 
carriages shall continue to be paid out of the Grand Jury cess levied on 
the county at large and the amount of such expenses may he deducted 
from the sum to be paid to the banking company acting as treasurer 
45 in pursuance of the 2nd clause of this order. 
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5. The sanitary authority shall be represented at the presentment sessions 

of the barony of Armagh by the chairman of the town commissioners 
of Armagh who shall have the • right power and authority of a cess- 
payer associated with the justices of the county at such sessions in 
pursuance of section nine of the Grand Jury (Ireland) Act 1836 5 
and shall previous to acting at such sessions make and subscribe in 
open court the declaration marked “ B ” in the schedule to that Act 
annexed. 

6. In the case of any presentment to which the sanitary authority are 

bound to contribute according to the terms of this order and in all 10 
cases of presentments made for making or maintaining roads bridges 
or footpaths in the part of the barony of Armagh lying outside the 
town of Armagh the sanitary authority may traverse such presentment 
and such traverse shall he dealt with in all respects in the same 
manner as other traverses of presentments. 15 

7. This Order shall not affect the levying or enforcing payment of Grand 

Jury cess or arrears thereof due at the time of the confirmation of 
this order. In cases of contracts for works to he executed wholly or 
partly within the sanitary district entered into before the confirmation 
of this order and then wholly or partly unperformed every such 20 
contract shall he performed and carried out in the same manner as 
such contract should have been performed and carried out if this 
order had not been made and the amount payable to contractors and 
others under such contracts shall be added to the sum to be certified 
by the secretary of the Grand J ury in pursuance of the 2nd clause 25 
of this order and stall be paid accordingly by the sanitary authority. 

8. The expenses incurred by the sanitary authority in exercising the 

powers jurisdiction and authority transferred to them by this order 
and making the several payments hereinbefore mentioned shall he 
defrayed by them by means of a uniform rate and assessment to be 30 
made and assessed on rateable premises within the sanitary district 
and to he levied in all respects in the same manner and on the same 
persons and premises as a general assessment made in pursuance of 
the provisions of the Towns Improvement (Ireland) Act 1854 v/ith 
respect to general assessments and the provisions of sections sixty to 35 
sixty-five of the said Act shall apply to such rating and assessment 
provided that the amount of such rating and assessment shall not 
exceed in any one year the rate of two shillings in the pound on the 
rateable value of premises made liable thereto by this order. 

9. If and when the Towns Improvement (Ireland) Act 1854 or part 40 

thereof is adopted and carried into execution in the town of Armagh 
the several rights power’s and authorities transferred to the urban 
sanitary authority by this order shall be transferred to and vested in 
the town commissioners elected and appointed under the said Act 
and acting as an urban sanitary authority and the provisions of this 45 
order shall apply in nil respects to the sanitary district and the sanitary

authority of Armagh constituted upon the adoption of the said Act or 
any part thereof for the town of Armagh. 

10. The costs of the sanitary authority of and incidental to the application 

for and preparation of this order and obtaining the confirmation 
5 thereof shall he paid by the sanitary authority by means of the 

general uniform rate to be levied in pursuance of the 8th clause of 
this order. 

11. This Order may be cited as the Armagh Town Provisional Order 1895.

ARMAGH SEWERAGE WORKS. 

PROVISIONAL ORDER. 

WHEREAS ilie Town Commissioners of the Town of Armagh acting under 5 
the Lighting of Towns (Ireland) Act 1828 (herein-after called the sanitary 
authority) are the urban sanitary authority o£ the said town and are about to 
construct works for the sewerage and the disposal of the sewage of the said 
town and have presented a petition to the Local Government Board for 
Ireland (herein-after called the Local Government Board) in pursuance of 10 
the Public Health (Ireland) Act 1878 praying that I hey may bo empowered 
to put in force the powers of the Lands Clauses Acts with respect to the 
purchase and taking of land otherwise than by agreement for the purposes of 
the said works : 

And whereas the sanitary authority have deposited at the office of the 15 
Local Government Board in Dublin plans and a book of reference (herein- 
after called the deposited plans and book of reference) showing the hinds and 
premises proposed by the sanitary authority to be taken for the said 
purposes : 

And whereas all advertisements and notices required by the Public 20 
Health (Ireland) Act 1878 having been previously published served and 
given the Local Government Board have caused a local inquiry to be held 
as to the propriety of assenting to the prayer of the said petition and it 
appears to the Local Government Board to be proper to assent thereto so 
far as the same relates to the lands and premises hereinafter particularly 25 
mentioned being a part only of the lands and premises comprised in the 
deposited plans and book of reference : 

It is ordered by the Local Government Board as follows : — 

1. After the confirmation of this Order by Parliament, the sanitary 
authority shall be empowered to put in force the powers of the 30 
Lands Clauses Acts with respect to the purchase and taking of lands 
otherwise than by agreement with reference to the lands and plots 
numbered in the said deposited plans and book of reference from 
number 1 to number 8 both inclusive situate in the county parish and 
barony of Armagh and in the town land of Corporation. 35 
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2. The sanitary authority shall not under the powers of this Order 
purchase or acquire ten or more houses which on the 6fteenth day of 
December last were occupied either wholly or partly by persons 
belonging to the labouring class as tenants or lodgers or except with 
5 the consent of the Local Government Board ten or more houses which 

were not so occupied on the said fifteenth day of December last but 
have been or will be subsequently so occupied, 

For the purpose of this Order the expression “ labouring class ” means 
and includes mechanics artisans labourers and others working for wages 
10 hawkers costermongers persons not working for wages but working 

at some trade or handicraft without employing others except members 
of their own families and persons other than domestic servants wliose 
income does not exceed an average of thirty shillings a week and 
the families of any such persons who may be residing with them. 

16 3. The power of taking lands otherwise than by agreement given by 

this Older shall not be exercised after the expiration of three years 
from the confirmation of this Order. 

4. All costs charges and expenses of and incidental to the application for 

making obtaining and confirming this Order shall be paid by the 
20 sanitary authority as part of their expenses incurred in the execution 

of the Public Health (Ireland) Act 1878. 

5. This Order may be cited as the Armagh Sewerage Provisional Order 

1896.
